THE  KREMNITZ  ST.  GEORGE  MEDALS 


The  prolific  issues  of  the  popular  St.  George  Ducats  and  medals  from 
the  Kremnitz  Mint  have  continued  from  the  1 7th  century  to  the  present 
time.  Just  when  these  handsome  pieces  ceased  being  coins  and  became 
religious  medals  is  a rather  obscure  question.  It  would  appear  that  they 
have  not  been  struck  as  money  for  over  two  centuries.  In  addition  many 
privately  made  versions  are  available  today  in  a variety  of  European 
souvenir  shops.  It  should  be  noted  that  while  the  designs  for  both  obverse 
and  reverse  remained  the  same,  the  execution  of  those  designs  followed 
prevailing  artistic  tastes  very  closely.
